BERLIN, Oct. 1.—Instead of an 
active military participant in the 
Italo-German-Japanese 
axis 
alli­ 
ance, Soviet Russia is slated for a 
role as mere “sympathetic specta 
tor” in the totalitarian war theater, 
International News Service was in­ 
formed today. 
She may, however, sign a non 
aggression pact with Japan—a possi­ 
bility that is being openly encour­ 
aged by Germany and Italy. 
Best-informed quarters in Berlin 
—both neutral and official—depre­ 
cated speculation in various Euro­ 
pean capitals to the effect that 
Russia will sign up with the axis in 
an outright military agreement. But 
all insisted that sympathies of the 
U. S. S. R. will remain on the side 
of the axis and some circles pre­ 
dicted that Josef Stalin’s role on 
the side-lines wiU enable him to “re­ 
pay the United States for moral 
meddling against Russia,” particu­ 
larly during the conflict with Fin­ 
land.

Coming into Michigan yesterday, 
the Republican candidate developed 
that new angle which he played 
heavily in his speeches of the day. 
To his attack on the theory of the 
“indispensable man” he added the 
observation that England in her 
great crisis replaced the government 
of Neville Chamberlain with that of 
Winston Churchill. 
To that he added this comment 
in addressing the annual conven­ 
tion of the National Federation of 
Women’s Republican clubs in De­ 
troit: 
‘There has been a lot of talk 
about the danger of changing ad­ 
ministrations in an emergency. The 
closer Mr. Roosevelt gets us to war, 
the more people say we ought not to 
change horses in the middle of the 
stream. 
Who Pot Us There? 
“Well, what are we doing in the 
middle of the stream? Who put us 
there? The man who got us in is not 
the right one to get us out." 
Just before Willkie ended 
the 
speech, an orange which was thrown 
from the top gallery of Olympia 
Stadium and quite close to the 
speakers* platform, passed directly 
in front of his head and smashed 
on a bench in the press section just 
in front of and below the candidate. 
Willkie made no comment and 
gave no indication that he was even 
aware of the missile obviously in­ 
tended for him. A few hours earlier, 
canteloupe thrown from a hotel 
window, smashed on the pavement 
as Willkie spoke from an automo­ 
bile In Cadillac Square.

Roosevelt And Wiilkie 
Hail Freedom Of Press 


Importance Of Free 
Press Emphasized 


(International N ew s Sarvlc«) 
8TATE COLLEGE, Pa., Oct. 1— 
The press has served as a faithful 
watchdog of our American freedom 
for nearly two centuries. It deserves 
the public gratitude not 
only be­ 
cause it has battled for its own 
freedom but because it has lustily 
supported the right to petition, the 
right of free speech, the right of re­ 
ligious freedom. It is self-evident 
that if the press is muffled, other 
rights of the individual will perish 
as they have in Russia, Germany 
and 
Italy.” 
In that succinct statement, Pro­ 
fessor Franklin Banner, head 
of 
the department of journalism of 
the Pennsylvania State college, eul­ 
ogized the press today, on the eve 
of the national netwspaper week, 
which begins tomorrow. 
Free Press Important 
The 
whole-hearted 
support 
of 
130,000.000 Americans for the free 
press is of greater importance in 
the defense of American democracy 
than the building of 50,000 war 
planes he asserted. National de­ 
fenses, he pointed out, help to guard 


American shore against imminent 
attack but few barriers exist to pro­ 
tect individual liberties from sub­ 
versive 
and 
politically 
ambitious 
groups within the country. 
If the press is chained by dicta­ 
torial command. Professor Banner 
continued, not even Justice in the 
higher courts can be expected. Re­ 
ligious intolerance and persecution 
racial antipathy, class distinctions 
based upon political favoritism are 
the rule, rather than the exception 
when the free press ceases to exist, 
he said. 
“The history of the sweaty strug­ 
gle of our press in its fight for 
human liberties from James Frank­ 
lin’s day to the present,” he added, 
“is not a pleasant one to read. But 
its pages are crowded with ample 
proof that in most cases the edi­ 
tor and not the clever politician 
has been closer to the max'cs and 
actually a part of them in many a 
titantic struggle for social, economic 
and political rights. Scores of edi­ 
tors were imprisoned and some lost 
their lives because they dared to 
print that they believed to be the 
truth.”

Some time later, a formation of 
30 German planes swept across the 
southeast coast and headed inland. 
The last plane in the group was 
caught by anti-aircraft fire, flutter­ 
ed and then crashed into the sea. 
Royal air force fighters went aloft 
and drove back the raiders with ad­ 
ditional losses before they could 
reach London. Several enemy ma­ 
chines were reported to have ma­ 
chine-gunned the streets of a south­ 
western town. 
A lone Nazi raider risked the 
Thames estuary barrage on a recon­ 
naissance flight but ran into a pa­ 
trol of Hurricanes which chased the 
plane out to the channel. The craft 
wfas finally reported downed. 
Strong Cannonade 
Late in the morning anti-aircraft 
batteries in the central part of the 
capital suddenly opened up with a 
strong cannonade. White puffs of 
smoke could be seen as shells burst 
high in the air. The faint drone of 
heavy aircraft engines throbbed in 
the blue sky. 
Several bombs were heard falling 
and it appeared that more than one 
plane was involved, since the noise 
of aerial activity was heard simul­ 
taneously from several quarters. One

A 
P PR O V A L of the H avana T reaty by the United States Sen­ 
ate is a timely reminder of one of the most im portant func­ 
tions of that body. 
While treaties are negotiated and signed by 
the Executive, they are ineffective without the S en ate’s rati­ 
fication. 
Presidents, notably W o o d ro w Wilson in the case of the 
Versailles Treaty, have sometimes seemed to discount or to 
iegard as a mere formality the S en ate’s Constitutional respon­ 
sibility with respect to treaties. 
Some have even made far- 
reaching com m itm ents without submitting them in treaty form. 
T he H avana Treaty, based on the Monroe Doctrine and 
em bracing a closer co-operation on the part of the Latin A m eri­ 
can republics for its enforcem ent, is designed, in Secretary H ull’s 
words, to prevent E uropean possessions in the W estern W orld 
from becoming battlegrounds in the present war. 
Any threat 
of a change of sovereignty in these possessions is to be the sig­ 
nal for Pan-American action. 
Such a vitally im portant com m itm ent was rightly e m b o d ­ 
ied in a treaty requiring Senate action. 
It is a question w hether 
all Executive com m itm ents involving changes or amplifications 
of our g o v e rn m e n t’s foreign policy should not be likewise sub­ 
mitted to the Senate.

HAMILTON. Bermuda. Get 
1,— 
An Anglo-American Gibraltar of the 
Western Hemisphere will be devel­ 
oped in Bermuda, it was learned to­ 
day.It will be one of three principal 
“front line” d- fenses to the West­ 
ern Hemisphere, thus providing the 
watchful eye for thp United States 
of America, within a distance of 600 
odd miles and four hours air flying 
time 
Since the United States Board of 
Inspection under Rear Admiral John 
W 
Greensiade 
sailed 
from 
the 
shores of the mid-ocean isle several 
weeks ago, following 
a 
three-day 
survey of air and naval bases for 
U. S. aircraft and war vessels, every 
vestige of secrecy has been main­ 
tained in official circles here. 
As usual however, a “whispering 
gang” has been disseminating rum­ 
ors to the effect that the likely spot 
for the new American air base will 
be a portion of the Riddell’s Bay 
Golf Course, located to the south of 
the Great Sound, the possible loca­ 
tion recently mentioned in official 
British quarters. 
Plan 3-Mile Runway 
There may be some authenticity 
to such a forecast, and it has been 
added that a three-mile 
concrete 
runway will be built on this “pro­ 
posed” site. 
It is known that Ad­ 
miral Greenslade end his delega­ 
tion made two lengthy trips to the 
Riddell’s Bay course during their j 
stay here w ith nary 
a golf club!

Admiral 
Greenslade 
told 
International News Service during 


an interview' that final details of 
the survey would not 1»

Two Criminal 
Insane Patients 
Killed By Fumes 


(International News Service) 
SCRANTON, Pa., Oct. 1—Two in­ 
mates of the Pennsylvania state 
hospital for the criminal insane at 
Farview, 20 miles from Scranton, 
died from chemical fumes Monday 
in a large silo where they had been 
at work on the hospital grounds. 
Dead are: 
George 
Powell, 35, 
Scranton, and Albert Litzenberger, 
Huntingdon 
county. 
Dr Charles 
Zeller, superintendent at Farview, 
and Joseph Henshaw, an employe, 
were overcome by the fumes in a fu­ 
tile effort to rescue the men but 
neither was seriously affected.

House Suspends 
Eight-Hour Day 
In Ship Building 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. — The 
House on Monday passed a bill sus­ 
pending the eight-hour day in ship­ 
yard construction of vessels for the 
maritime 
commission. 
Previously 
Congress suspended the law as to 
naval vessels. 
Another measure, which requires 
that 75 pr cent of crews of non­ 
subsidized vessels be citizens of the 
United States was passed unani­ 
mously. 
A third merchant marine bill, 
which requires vessels over five 
tons to be documented as American 
vessels if employed in domestic com­ 
merce was passed. Exceptions were 
provided for Filipino fishing boat 
owners, resident aliens or aliens liv­ 
ing here continuously since 1925.

national News Service. 
Two methods of protective disguise 
—one of chemical smoke, the other 
by an artificial fog—are now un­ 
der consideration. 
Officials decided to turn attention 
to the large-scale camouflage, it was 
learned in a further effort to make 
the vital waterway virtually impreg­ 
nable from air attack. With modem 
anti-aircraft defense being rushed 
into completion stages, experts feel 
now’ that camouflage would be more 
or less a finishing touch. 
In attempting to devise a means
